May  2d,  1964,  8:45  P.M.  ESDT  . . , Two  young  men  waited 
for  the  movie  to  begin.  Their  attention  was  drawn  to  a plane  or 
bird  maneuvering  In  the  sky  lo  their  north.  There  was  something 
peculiar  about  this  *'Oycr'*  in  that  U hovered  motionless  for  consid- 
erable periods  of  Uma  They  also  noted  the  small  portion  of  sky  in 
which  the  maneuvers  took  place.
